Of all continued FRERS this attacks the patient 
with the moſt ſevere ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage : 
theſe too increaſe in it the faſteſt at every exacerba- 
tion, and produce the ſymptoms of weakneſs the 
quickeſt, particularly thoſe of putrid blood.

In cold climates the ſymptoms of ſtrong action of | 


the veſſels often appear at the deginning with great 
violence. | 

For moſt part the ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage ariſe 
to fo great a height, as to kill the patient benen the 
end of the firſt week. 

The putrid vapour in the air, may . be de- 
ſtroyed, by i impregnating it with acids; as, by burn- 
ing great quantities of wood, or, detaching great 
quantities of concentrated muriatic acid from ſea falt 
by the vitriolic, and evaporating it. 

Fear, grief and anxiety, indigeſtible and flatulent 
food, coſtiveneſs, cold, and the other cauſes of fever, 
are to be ayoided as much as poſſible.

This fever attacks the patient e ſymptotns 
of the firſt ſtage; particularly with thoſe mark'd 
(a). The cold often returns alternately with the 
heat, for the firſt 24 hours; the ſymptoms indicating 
ſtrong action of the veſſels ſometimes appear, but ſel- 


dom to any great degree ; the fever increaſes greatly 


every evening, ſo that delirium often comes on about 
the beginning of the. ſecond week, and with the other 
ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage kills the patient : other- 
wiſe each exacerbation becomes leſs towards the end 
of the ſecond week and afterwards ; the delirium is 
converted into a flupor; the criſis happens from the 
beginning of the - ſecond, to the end of the third 
week ; or the diſeaſe gradually leaves the patient, 
with very imperfe& critical ſymptoms. From the 
middle of the ſecond week, and ſometimes ſooner, 
the ſymptoms of weakneſs, particularly thoſe indi- 
cating putrid blood, begin to appear; eſpecially if 
bleeding and ſtimulants have been uſed, and often 
ariſe to ſuch a height as to prove fatal. 

Sometimes, although ſeldom, an inflammation ariſes 
at the beginning, alleviating, but hardly ever en- 
tirely terminating, the diſeaſe. 

When putrid vapour is applied, it ſometimes pro- 
duces at firſt, only ſome of the ſymptoms of the firſt 
ſtage, which continue ſeveral days, till a freſh cauſe

T ariſes, from an increaſed action of the veſſels 

in the ſyſtem, produced by hard drinking, anger, 
and indigeſtible, ot viſcid food in the ſtomach; from 
an expoſure of the head to the ſun; or from inflam- 
matory dratheſi s happening at the beginning of a fe- 
ver, or in any other diſeaſe. 

Delirium comes on with watchfulneſs, or reſtleſs, 
and uncefteſhing ſleep, with dreams, loſs of memory, 
the patient's picking hairs from the bed-cloaths ; in- 


ſenſibility to external objects; the functions of the 


body are diſturbed; the imagination hurried, and diſ- 
courſe incoherent. 

It may happen from fever, inflammatory Gathefr , 
great irritability, and mania, without any topical 1 in- 
fariimatiori df the ran..

There ariſes a throbbing pain in the internal parts 
of the head, which, if the meninges are affected, is 
acute; if the ſubſtance only, obtuſe, and ſometimes 
but juſt ſenſible. The eyes for the moſt part are red, 
and ſwelled, tears frequently low from them, and 
ſometimes a watery mucus, or blood drops from the 
noſe : the face is often fluſhed.

T is produced by the common cauſes of internal 

inflammation, and alſo by ſtrains and bruiſes. 

It agrees very much, excepting for the ſituation,

The Inflammation of the BL ADDER. 
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H E inflammation of the exterior coats of the 
bladder differs from the abraſion, exulceration, 


or inflammation of the internal, or mucous mem- 


brane. 
It is produced by the cauſes of internal inſſamma- 


tion; by the rubbing, or preſſure of a ſtone; ex- 
ternal hurts; and by ſtrictures in the urethra. 

The neck of the bladder is thicker than any 
other part, and more expoſed to injury from the 
ſtone and bruiſes. 

The ſtone in the bladder more commonly produces 
an inflammation, or abraſion of the mucous mem- 
brane than this diſeaſe. 

The inflammation begins with a violent pain in 
the region of the bladder, 2. e. in the perineum, or 
in the belly, immediately above the pubes, deep ſeat- 
ed, and ſometimes attended by a redneſs in theſe 
parts. If the neck be the part affected, there is a 
retention of urine, together with a conſtant /limulus 
to its evacuation ; if the bottom be the part diſeaſed, 
there is a continual dribbling, with great efforts to 
to throw out a larger quantity at a time, which the 
patient conceives to be contained in the bladder. 
Theſe ſymptoms are accompanied with frequent at- 
tempts to expel the faces with which the recium ap- 
pears to the patient to be always loaded ; theſe in- 
creaſe the pain very much, particularly when any fe- 
ces are actually contained, and eſpecially if they are 
hard. The pulſe is frequent and hard, the extremi- 
ties become cold, there is immenſe anxiety and reſt- 
leſſneſs, with ſickneſs, vomiting, delirium, and the 


other ſymptoms of irritation, as in the inflammation of

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It may be naturally cured by the menflrua, or læ- 
chia, breaking out plentifully ; or after child-birth, 
or abortion, by the patient's falling into a conſtant, 
equal, gentle, long- continued ſweat. Or it may 
terminate in gangrene and mortification, with the 
uſual ſymptoms of internal ones, and kill. 

Or it may ſuppurate, with the common ſymp- 
toms, and the abſceſs formed, may break into the 
cavity of the uterus, bladder, or rectum, or externally 
by the perineum, or into the cavity of the abdomen. 

In this laſt caſe it is fatal, and in the others, leaves 
ulcers difficult of cure. 

Or it may be cured by nietaſtaſis. 

Or it may leave a ſcirrhus behind. 

Inflammation of the womb in delicate, or weak 
women, after child-birth, where there is no hard- 
neſs, but great frequency of the pulſe, is for the 
moſt part fatal. The only remedies we can employ 
in this caſe, are the keeping the patient in bed, mo- 
derately warm, exciting if poſſible a gentle, conſtant 
fweat, by farinaceous decoctions in ſmall quantities at 
a time, but frequently repeated ; and applying anti- 
ſpaſmodic fomentations, and poultices, as (No. 33.) 


to the lower region of the belly, and external parts 


of generation. Bleeding increaſes the weakneſs with- 
out diminiſhing the inflammation ; relaxants pro- 
duce great ſweating or purging, without relief; and 
all very conſiderable evacuations are hurtful, The 
belly not having hitherto been rabbed with ſtimu- 
lants and antiſpaſmodics, it is worth while to try 


them, and (No. 22.) may be ufed : but bliſters, be- 


fides the inconveniency of their application, are apt 
to render the pulſe more frequent. In abortions, 
and labours, where the patient has not been fo much 
weakened, when the pulſe is hard and not very fre- 
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quent, it is uſeful to take away blood, but this eva- 
cuation cannot in general be often repeated with ad- 


vantage; and therefore the cure is afterwards to be 
committed to relaxants (No. 4.), and antiſpaſmodic 


fomentations and poultices (No. 33), taking care that 


the firſt produce no purging, and keeping the patient 
in bed, moderately warm. When the lochia have ſtop- 
ped, ſtimulating emenagogues have ſometimes been 
uſed, in many cafes, with manifeſt diſadvantage, and 
felcvom with good effect. 

If the pain continue in theſe caſes, notwithſtand- 
ing the above treatment, opiates may ſometimes be 
given with ſucceſs, as in inflammations of the in- 
teſtines. 
| When the inflammation attacks a womb not lately 
impregnated, the common remedies uſed in internal 
inflammations are to be employed, according as the 
diſeaſe is attended with [nflammatory Diatheſis, or the 
ſymptoms of irritation. 

We are always to guard againit preſſure on the 
part affected, whether that preſſure be external, or 
ariſe from urine contained in the bladder, or from 
feces in the rectum in the ſecond of theſe caſes this 
may be done by the catheter; and in the third by 
glyſters, which after labours, where the patient is 
weak, ſhould conſiſt almoſt ſolely of watery fluids. 
The food, when the patient is much reduced af- 


ter labour, muſt be animal broths ; otherwiſe fari- 
naceous decoctions. 


If the uterus ſhould ſuppurate, we are to endeavour 


to procure an exit to the pus as ſoon as poſſible; 
which however can hardly be done, except when it 


points in the perinaum, where poultices of bread, 
milk and oil, are in this caſe to be applied; and as 


ſoon 
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ſoon as any fluQuation is felt, the abſceſs is to be 
opened. 


N. B. Inflammations alſo ſometimes ariſe in the other 
abdominal viſcera ; but being attended with fymp- 
toms ſimilar to thoſe already treated of, excepting fer 
the ſituation, requiring a ſimilar treatment, and hap- 

pening but ſeldom, they are not here enumerated, 
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T is an inflammation of, or greater ſecretion from, 

the mucous membrane of the noſe, eyes, throat, 
mouth, or lungs, and properly ſhould be divided into 
different diſeaſes. | 

It ariſes generally from cold, ſometimes from the 
paſſions of the mind, perhaps alſo from li muli. 

The effects of cold, according to its different ap- 
plication, are various; viz. 

When the ſkin is expoſed to it gradually, and not 
to ſuch a degree as to kill by its ſedative power, it 
produces a contraction of the external veſſels, an in- 
creaſe of the internal circulation and ſecretions, and 
checks the cutaneous perſpiration, but for the moſt 
part no diſeaſe enſues; on the contrary, it gives greater 
ſtrength to the whole habit: ſometimes however, ſcaly 
eruptions take place on the ſkin; troubleſome ulcers 
in the extremities, difficulty of breathing with cough, 
and a great ſecretion of mucus in the lungs, where 
they have been weakened by frequent, or long ca- 
tarrhs, eſpecially where the cheſt is narrow; and in 
very irritable parts (as the ſkin in children) eryſtpe- 
latous inflammations enſue. 

When the change from heat to cold is ſudden, 1t 
is often followed by rheumatiſms, catarrhs, diarrhæas, 
and dyſenteries; inflammatione, particularly internal 
ones, fevers, Sc. and frequently ſuch changes are 
attended with no bad contequences, 

Cold has ſometimes theſe effects, when applied for 
a few minutes; at other times it fails, unleſs it be con- 
tinued longer. 

1 he danger is often as great, and ſometimes even 
greater, hen a part only of the body is cooled. 
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It is not the abſolute, but relative degree of cold, 
that brings on theſe diſeaſes ; for whatever the pre- 
ſent heat be, a ſudden diminution is dangerous, and 
more ſo when the thermometer is high; and, cæteris 
paribus, the greater the change, the greater the effect. 
More people are affected by it in ſpring, and au- 
tumn, than in winter, or ſummer, on account of the 
greater difference, at theſe ſeaſons, of the tempera- 
ture of the air, in the day and night, in places ex- 
poſed to the ſun, or in the ſhade, and in ſubſtances 
more or leſs compacted. 

Cold may be communicated by the air, or by any 
ſolid, or fluid matter, or it may be generated on the 
ſuriace of the body; but it does not act in all caſes 
with equal power. 

The more readily any ſubſtance communicates its 
heat, the greater are its effects, and e contra. Hence 
cold metals, ſtones, and moiſt cloaths, eſpecially of a 
firm texture, &c. are dangerous. 

The vapours ſurrounding the body, defend it from 
the external atmoſphere. Hence cold air in ſtreams, 
does more miſchief, than when at reſt. 

Cold 1s generated, 

(1) By evaporation. Hence moiſture on the ſkin, 
and cloaths, is extremely hurtful, and eſpecially when 
the water is pure; as ſome ſubſtances united with it, 
neutral ſalts, for example, in ſca-water, diminiſh its 
volatility, and conſequently its bad effects; whilſt 
others, as eſſential oils, ſtimulate and counteract it. 

(2) By the ſolution of water in air. Hence winds 
that have paſſed over large continents, or high hills, 
having but little water chemically combined, readily 
diliolve the matter of the inſenſible perſpiration and 
any moiſture that may be on the ſ{kin, and are apt to 
produce diſcaſes ; neither are pcople thoroughly de- 

fended 
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fended from this air in houſes, eſpecially thoſe who 
have been much affected with rheumatic pains. Hence 
_ alſo, if water be mechanically mixed with air (which 
in this caſe is commonly ſaid to be moiſt), the heat 
of the body makes a ſolution take place immediately 
upon its ſurface, which again generates cold: an at- 
moſphere therefore containing it in this ſtate is like- 
wiſe dangerous. 

Air chemically dry, blown over any moiſt li 
diſſolves che water, and becomes cold. Hence the 
eaſt-wind here, and ſimilar ones in other countries, 
are by much the coldeſt. 

Air, into which water has juſt evaporated (as, for 
example, in a chamber of which the floor or walls 
are moi) is cooled both by the ſolution and evapo- 
ration of the water, and alſo by the ſolution of it on 


the ſurface of the body; and is from theſe circum- 


ſtances extremely apt to bring on a diſeaſe. 

An equal expoſure to cold affects ſome perſons 
much more than others; and the ſame man at one 
time more than at another, : 

Thoſe of more irritable habits are more ſubject to 
be injured by it. Hence, if any one has been fur- 
rounded by warm bodies for a conſiderable time, as 
in hot climates in the ſummer, eſpecially when it is 
long, or if he has been warm in bed, or covered 
every where with cloaths, &c. diſeaſes, and thoſe of 
the worſt kincs, as fevers and dyſentery, are very apt 
to ariſe, even from ſlight applications of cold. 

If the circulation be greatly increaſed in the exter- 
nal parts, and the cauſe of this increaſe has ceaſed, 
and cold be applied, it is ſeldom that a man eſcapes z 
and if a cold fluid, eſpecially without /1mulus, be 
taken into the ſtomach, it has the ſame effect, as if 
it were applicd to the ſkin, Hence drinking cold 
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water after being heated with exerciſe, and then 


continuing at reſt, or bathing under the ſame circum- 


ſtances, or any other like expoſure to cold, or go- 
ing from a room heated to a great degree, into the 


open air, &c, is extremely dangerous. 


A man runs a great riſk of catching cold, when 
the powers of circulation are weak ; as after evacua- 
tions, when the ſtomach is empty, when the ſtrength 
has been reduced by diſeaſe, Wc. 

Thoſe unaccuſtomed to the changes in tempe- 
rature of the air, and thoſe in whom cold hath al- 
ready produced diſeaſes, are more liable to be af- 
fected. 
Expoſure of a part of the body unaccuſtomed to 
cold, is very apt to do hurt. 

Coldneſs acts more powerfully when joined with 
anxiety, fear, and the other paſſions of the mind, in 
which the force of the circulation is diminiſhed, or 
the external veilels contracted ; and alſo with putrid 
vapour, or air partly unit for reſpiration. 

Cold contracts the external veſſels, throws a greater 
quantity of blood on the internal, and obſtructs the 
cuticular perſpiration ; but its effects are not in pro- 
portion to the contraction, or obſtruction, but to the 
quickneſs of the change of the circulation, the irri- 
tability of the habit, and univerſality, firmneſs, and 
continuance of the contraction. 

We may prevent it from having any bad effect, 


by avoiding or counteracting it. 


It may be avoided by covering the body with cloaths 
of a looſe texture, as flannels, callicoes, &c. and 
wearing them next the ſkin, where there is great 
danger; and by taking care not to expoſe it, in thoſe 
circumitances where cold is molt liable to affect it.

It may be counteracted, 

(1) By increaſing the force of the circulation by 
ſtimulants, as wine, &c. or exerciſe. Hence, when 
a man is actuated by any of thoſe paſſions which in- 
creaſe the circulation, as courage, enthuſiaſm, c. 
any degree of cold almoſt can be borne without de- 

triment. 

(2.) By ftrengthening the ſyſtem. 

(3.) By diminiſhing the irritability by opium, bark, 
living in a colder atmoſphere, Oc. 

(4.) By gradually accuſtoming the body to bear 
changes from heat to cold, which ought never to be 
ſuch as will bring on any diſeaſe, 


CATARRHS are apter to ariſe from cold, in the 
ſpring and winter, in variable and cold climates, 
and in variable weather; and they happen more rea- 
dily to people who have narrow cheſts, or long necks, 
or ſuch as have formerly been affected with them, 
eſpecially if tubercles are left in the lungs; or to 
thoſe of lax habits, or whoſe parents were ſubject to 
this diſeaſe. | 

Sometimes the inflammatory ſymptoms precede the 
increaſed ſecretion ; in which caſe it has been called 
a hot catarrh, Sometimes the ſecretion of the mucus 
is increaſed at the beginning, the inflammation com- 
ing on afterwards, but ſeldom in ſo great a degree ; 
when it is ſaid to be a cold catarrh. _ 

In the firſt caſe the ſymptoms, according as the 
different parts are affected, are 

A redneſs, heat, ſoreneſs, and ſenſe of diſtention 
in the eyes and eye-lids, there being at the ſame time 
a great ſecretion of tears, and of watery mucus, con- 
taining neutral ſalts, which running down the cheeks 


ſometimes ſtimulate and inflame them. When the

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Noſe is affected, there is a ſenſe of ſtuffing and fwell- 
ing in the noſtrils, an alteration of the voice, and a 
loſs of ſmell ; and if the inflammation runs high, 
there is ſecreted a thin mucus which produces heat, ſore- 
neſs inthe noſtrils, ſneezing, and ſometimes inflamma- 
tion with excoriation of the upper lip; or falling back- 
wards into the throat, zrachea, or lungs, it inflames 
them.

lour and conſiſtence, till the diſeaſe is cured. 

When the petient is in a cold atmoſphere, the 
cough is for the moſt part more troubleſome ; the 
other ſymptoms alſo are prevented from being carried 
off, and the diſeaſe 1s prolonged ; and if he is ſud- 
denly expoſed, a freſh exacerbation enſues, and it 
runs through the ſame courſe : by either of theſe it 
may be continued during the winter, and going off 
in the ſummer, recur upon the return of the cold wea- 
ther, and from the ſlighteſt cauſe become habitual ; 
and now and then the ſecretion is ſo conſiderable, 
that it greatly weakens, and ſometimes kills. 

If the inflammation be great, it ſometimes runs 


deeper than the mucous membrane, and angina or pe- 


ripneumony come on; and if there be :nflammatory dia- 
theſis, and the cough be very violent, a pleuriſy may 
be produced. 

Or an hemoptoe may ariſe. 

Or an excoriation, and exulceration of the lungs ; 
and of conſequence, pulmonary conſumption may take 
place, eſpecially where there are tubercles. 

Or it may be cured by metaſtaſis, eſpecially by erup- 
tions about the mouth. | 

It is much apter to terminate ill, in thoſe naturally 
diſpoſed to be affected; and when cured it often 
leaves adheſions of the lungs to the pleura or tubercles. 

It is to be diſtinguiſhed from angina, peripneumony, 
the ulcerous ſore throat, venereal, and other exulce- 
rations in the throat, pulmonary conſumption, hoop- 
ing cough, a/thma, and other difficulties of breathing, 
and inflammation of the mucous membrane preced- 
ing or accompanying the ſmall-pox or mealles,

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The cure is performed, 


iſt, By weakening the ſyſtem, by evacuation ac- Cure 


cording to the general inflammation, or the ſtrength 
of the patient. | 

If therefore there ſhould be conſiderable :nflamma- 
tory diatheſis, and eſpecially if the breaſt be the part 
affected, we are to bleed from Zxi1 to xvi, and repeat 
the operation if the hardneſs of the pulſe, &c. con- 
tinue ; but if the inflammatory ſymptoms be not 
great, and do not affect the whole habit, it is unne- 
ceſlary ; and when the patient is weak, and the ſecre- 
tion thin, and in great quantity, it is even ſome- 
times hurtful. 

Purging alſo diminiſhes the inflammation, and may 
be likewiſe uſed when the ſecretion is too great.

23dly, By promoting the ſecretion, where it is not 
ſufficient. (Vid. the Peripneumony and Angina.) 

4thly, By giving mucilaginous medicines to cover 
the mucous membrane, and allay the cough.

miniſhed, or have not come on, opiates are added to 
them with advantage.

When the inflammation is great, the patient ſhould 
be confined to vegetable farinaceous food, and the 
drink ſhould be mucilaginous warm infuſions, cr de- 
coctions, acidulated ; and he ought to be confined to 
a room moderately warm: but in {lighter caſes this is 
not neceſſary. = 

Nothing contributes more to the cure, than avoid- 
ing expoſure to cold, eſpecially in thoſe cireumſtan- 
ces where it has the greateſt effects on the ſyſtem; 
and this precaution is particularly neceſſary in thoſe 
naturally liable to the diſeaſe, or where it hath conti- 
nued long, or when there have been frequent relapſes. 

If it be drawn out to a great length, and the ſe- 
cretion hath weakened the patient, ſtrengthening 
remedies are to be employed; and riding on horſe- 
back, in a pure, dry air, is frequently of ſervice ; but 
theſe are only to be practiſed when there is little or 
no inflammation. Reſinous pectoral medicines have 
ſometimes been given here alſo with ſucceſs.

Prediſponent T is more frequent in the latter part of the autumn, 

Cauſes. than at any other time of the year, and generally 
attacks children, and people of lax habits. 

Cauſes. It is often, but not always, produced by expoſure 


to infectious vapour: when it is not, it moſt proba- 
bly ariſes from cold, in habits prediſpoſed to the diſ- 

eaſe. | . 
Symptoms It begins ſometimes with riger, and Horror, and 
and progreſs. coldneſs; but theſe ſymptoms, as well as thoſe af- 
fecting the whole ſyſtem, during the progreſs of it, 
ſeem rather to ariſe from irritation, than from a re- 
gular fever. The ſymptoms of inflammation in the 
throat, are at firſt a fiery redneſs, ſometimes with- 
out much ſwelling, ſometimes with a pretty con- 
fiderable, but puffy one, which does not prevent the 
ſwallowing, or breathing in any great degree, and is 
attended with a ſtiffneſs of the neck. This is ſoon 
followed by whitiſh floughs, not riſing above the ſur- 
face of the membrane, and for the moſt part ſur- 
rounded by a redneſs, which, according to the diſ- 
eaſe, is in all the degrees, from a very florid colour to 
almoſt a black; the ſloughs change gradually to an 
aſh colour, and ſometimes to a blackiſh one, giving 
an offenſive ſmell to the breath, ſpreading and run- 
ning deeper till the patient 1s cut off, In this caſe, 
the parts on diſſection have rather the appearance of 
rotten»

rottenneſs than of an animal putrid maſs; or the 
floughs fall off, leaving ulters, which either fill up; 
and ſkin over, or are covered with freſh ones; ſome- 


times alſo the patient recovers without any ſenſible 


ſeparation, 

At the ſame time, if the diſeaſe be violent, the mu- 
cous membrane of the other parts of the body is af- 
fected, and ſickneſs, vomiting, and ſometimes purg- 
ing, come on at the beginning; theſe generally leave 
the patient in about 24 hours; but if they continue, 
they add very much to the danger: the eyes are alſo 
red and watery, the membrane of the noſtrils is in- 


flamed, a watery ſtimulating fluid runs from it, and 


ſometimes hæmorrhages enſue, which are often fa- 
tal if they ariſe the third or fourth day, or after- 
wards: there are alſo inſtances of the vagina's being 
inflamed, and exulcerated, and of the menſtrua coming 
on, although it be not their uſual period. After 4 
day or two, the ſkin of the extremities, and of the 
throat externally, is often affected with eryſipelatous 
inflammation, and little eruptions take place, reliev- 


ing the fickneſs; purging, and other ſymptoms, 


ariſing from the mucous membrane of the inteſtines 
being diſeaſed, 
Thefe are accompanied by ſymptoms of irritation, 


in a greater or leſs degree according to the diſeaſe. 


When ſevere, it moſtly begins with riger and horror; 
coldneſs followed by heat, frequency of the pulley 
reſtleſsneſs, anxiety, heavineſs of the head, and pain in 
the forehead. To theſe ſucceed the ſymptoms of the 
inflammation, moſt of the others continuing : the 
pulſe ſeldom becomes hard, full and ſtrong; but of- 
ten exceſſively frequent and ſmall: the evening pa- 
roxyſm of fever is very conſiderable, and is often at- 
tended by delirium, even ſometimes the firſt night af- 
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Diſtinctions.

ter the attack; in the morning the patient falls into 


a moderate ſweating, and is ſomewhat relieved, but 
the ſymptoms in general increaſing, he is, in many 


caſes, carried off on the fourth or fifth day, a re- 


markable obſcurity of the eyes coming on ſome hours 
before his death: otherwiſe the throat begins gradu- 
ally to put on a better appearance, and all the ſymp- 
toms diminiſhing, he is cured. When the diſeaſe is 
very ſlight, the ſyſtem is hardly affected. 

It is to be diſtinguiſhed from the catarrh, angina, 
other exulcerations, and aphthe. 

As this inflammation ariſes in lax and irritable ha- 
bits, and is not accompanied with general inflamma- 
tion, but with the ſymptoms of irritation ; evacua- 
tions, eſpecially by bleeding or purging, are not 
only uſeleſs, but detrimental. | 

It is alſo to be obſerv'd in the treatment, that for 
the moſt part, the ſloughs, which are a ſpecies of 
gangrene, appear before any medicines are applied. 

At the beginning a gentle emetic may be exhibited 
with advantage, eſpecially if there be vomiting and 
purging.

And if the ulcers be ſpreading, the bark in decoc- 
tion, to the quantity of an ounce, or even more, in 
24 hours, has been exhibited with ſucceſs; taking 
care, in caſe the anxiety and reſtleſſneſs are increaſed 
by it, to omit it. 

Wine, as old hock, may be given along with the 
drink, which ought to be acidulated, if it does not 
produce a purging. 


The volatile liniment may alſo be applied exter- 


nally to the throat with good effect; and bliſters 
have been ſometimes employed. 

In the mean time the throat is to be ani with 
acid and aftringent gargles; which may allo be 
thrown in by a ſyringe, when the patient cannot uſe 
them himſelf,

HOSE purgings, which are attended with a 
- degree of inflammation in the inteſtines, are 
here to be treated of. 

A purging may be brought on by purgatives, aci- 
dity, or putreſcency of the ſubſtances contained in 
the primæ viæ; too great a quantity of bile ; pus, ei- 
ther from an abſceſs, or ſecreted from the blood veſ- 
ſels ; laxity of the glands of the inteſtines ; general 
weakneſs; the periſtaltic motion of the inteſtines 
going on too quickly; and no inflammation of the 
mucous membrane taking place, it may go off with - 
out any bad conſequences; or weaken the patient, 


and cut him off, without terminating in dyſentery. 


Thoſe who have been rendered weak, or irritable 
by a hot, or long-continued ſummer, or by living in 


2 warm Climate, or in putrid vapour, are peculiarly 


liable to this diſcaſe, 

It is produced by cold, or putrid vapour, or ariſes 
As 2 partial evacuation in fever, or from a purging 
ſrom any cauſę, if it has either continued long, or 
happened in a habit prediſpoſed; or it begins with 
phlegmonous inflammation of the inteſtines. 

When the whole prime vie are conſiderably affect- 
ed at the beginning, ſickneſs, pain, flatulency, and 
diſtention of the belly come on, and are accompanied 


by frequent vomitings and painful purging of bile, 


and of all the other fluids ſecreted into the inteſtines, 
together with the ſymptoms of irritation, viz. a fre- 
quent and fometimes ſmall and unequal pulſe, heat, 
great anxiety and thirſt, and after ſome time cold 

ſWeats, 
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ſweats, and ſpaſmodic contractions of the extremi= 
ties; the patient ſinks ſometimes in twenty-four 
hours, and it is called the chalera morbus. | 

If, on the other hand, the diſeaſe be very ſlight, and 
not attended with much inflammation, there is a co- 
pious purging of all the fluids ſecreted into the inteſ- 
tines, with little pain, ſickneſs, or even loſs of appe- 
tite, or alteration in the pulſe; and if the patient 
avoid freſh expoſure to the cauſes, theſe ſymptoms 


Symptoms of 
the diarrhoea, 


leave him in two or three days, the faces acquiring 
their former conſiſtence, and the evacutions becom- 


ing leſs frequent. 

If it be in a middle degree, and does not take place 
as a partial evacuation in fever, it comes on with ex- 
ternal coldneſs, loſs of appetite, and ſometimes ſick- 
neſs and vomiting. Theſe are attended by flatulency,

frequent, copious, thin evacuation of bile, and of all 


the other fluids ſecreted into the inteſtines; dryneſs 
of the tongue and thirſt; a frequent, but not a hard 
and full pulſe; and there is generally at firſt but little 
pain. In a day or two, however, the ſtools begin to 
be leſs copious, become frothy, and are preceded by 
conſiderable pain, and no bilious matter or fæces are 
evacuated (excepting now and then), but they be- 
come ſlimy, often ſtreaked, or mixed with blood, and 
fœtid; and there is the appearance of fat, and often 
hard maſſes, ard ſometimes concretions of coagulable 
lymph, reſembling the internal coats of the inteſ- 
tines; and it appears from diſſection, that the diſeaſe 


has left the upper part of them, and that it now oe- 


cupies the colon, rectum, and the end of the z/eoun. To 


theſe ſymptoms are added feneſinus, (that is, a fre- 


quent, but fruitleſs attempt to evacuation) and now 
and then a ſoreneſs about the anus, and an appear- 


ance of pus in the ſtools: there is alſo in ſome caſes .

ſtrangury; and in others aphthe, ſpreading through 
the whole inteſtinal canal to the throat, eſpecially af- 
ter the diſeaſe has continued ſome time. : L 

'The ſy mptoms of irritation, together with the eva- 
cuation, ſometimes weaken and cut off the patient 
ina week or two, and that even when they. were 
flight at firſt; ſometimes again, they diminiſh, and 
the diſeaſe runs out to a much greater length; ſwell- 
ings of the belly, dropſical ſymptoms, and thoſe 


commonly attending weakneſs, coming on before his 
death: but now and then the purging gradually goes 


off, and he is naturally cured, 

The lower part of the colon and refum, may alſo 
gangrene and mortify ; in which caſe the pain is re- 
lieved, but the other ſymptoms continue and in- 
creaſe, the matter evacuated becomes blackiſh, icho- 
rous, and exceedingly fœtid, and death ſoon follows. 


Although the diſeaſe at frſt hath nearly the vio- 


lence of the cholera morbus, it may end in a dyſentery ; 


which may alſo be brought on by purgings ariſing 


from any cauſe, the ſtools growing frothy, and the 
other ſymptoms following. In the firſt caſe it is more 
acute, and foon terminates fatally; in the laſt it often 
runs out to a great length, and ſometimes goes off. 
When a dyſentery comes on 1n the ſpring, or in cold 
climates, there is often a tendency to phlegmonous 
inflammation, and it begins with an acute pain in the 
belly, which is ſoon followed by a purging, and at- 
tended with hardneſs, frequency, and fullneſs of the 
pulſe, and the other ſymptoms of general inflamma- 


tion; theſe continue for ſome days, and the diſeaſe 


afterwards proceeds as before. 

If it takes place as a partial evacuation in fever, 
it is preceded by the common ſymptoms of fe- 
yer, generally thoſe of a violent one, the purg- 
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ing coming on (as already deſcribed) on the firſt, 
ſecond, or third, and ſometimes on any other day, 
and the patient being exhauſted by both diſeaſes, is 
ſoon carried off. Sometimes the fever has the ap- 
pearance of an intermittent, or remittent; the purg- 
ing being more frequent in the remiſhons, and either 
ſtopping or diminiſhing in the exacerbations. Some- 
times alſo the fever is relieved, and, if the patient be 
not exhauſted, gradually goes off. 
- Diarrheas often come on in the criſis of fevers, the 
fever leaving the patient, and the diarrhea ſtopping 
in a day or two of itſelf; and ſometimes purgings, 
without any dyſenteric ſymptoms, happening to- 
wards the end of fever, weaken and kill the patient. 


Exulcerations have been found on diſſection in the 


inteſtines of. thoſe who were long afflicted with the 
diſeaſe, but only inflammation in recent caſes. 

In the autumn after hot or long ſummers, and in 
warm climates, care is to be taken to avoid cold in 
thoſe circumſtances in which it is moſt liable to af- 
fect the ſyſtem ; and in camps, the vapour from pu- 
trid faces. If there be great danger, the bark may be 
uſed, (vide No. 1.) 

A moderate uſe of ſour fruits in warm ſummers, 
and hot climates, tends alſo to prevent the diſeaſe. 


In the cholera morbus, if the vomiting, purging, Cure of the 
cholera mor-

and other ſymptoms be very ſevere, chicken-broth 
without ſalt, decoction of barley, ſolution of gum 
arabic, or any other mucilaginous fluid, are to be 
drank plentifully, to prevent the inflammation from 
being increaſed by the efforts, or by the neutral ſalts 
in the matter ſecreted, until the patient be ſuffici— 
ently reduced to render the exhibition of opium ſafe. 
If they be not in fo great a degree, a ſmall quantity 


of emetic tartar (gr. + ad gr. ſs.) or ſome other re- 
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Cure of the 
diarrhoea.

laxant, may be given diflolved in part of the liquor, 
and repeated in three or four hours: or if the vomit- 
ing be not very troubleſome, from 20 to 30 grains of 
rhubarb may be taken with advantage, the patient 
drinking ſome of the aboyementioned liquors. 

When the ſtrength is reduced by the evacuation, 
and the prime vie cleared of feculent matter by this 
treatment, the vomiting and purging are to be ſtopt 
by opiates, and (No. 3. 13.) may be uſed; but if 
the patient ſhould be ſo much weakened by the eva- 
cuation, and irritation, before any aſſiſtance is called 
in, as to be in danger of ſinking, they are to be ex- 
hibited immediately. In both caſes the opiate is to 
be repeated in a ſmaller doſe at fix or eight hours in- 
terval, for two or three times. 

Diarrh@&as, when not attended by ſickneſs, fever, 
irritation, or pain, and when they have not continued. 
long, only require the prime viæ to be cleared by a 
purgative increaſing the periſtaltic motion, ſuch as

The patient ſhould uſe food of eaſy digeſtion, and 
avoid expoſure to cold. 

If they be attended with any of the above ſymptoms, 
or continue above two or three days, they are to be 
treated in the ſame manner as dyſenteries. 

If in a dyſentery the pulſe be hard, full, and ftrong, 
as it often is in cold climates, in the ſpring, and in 
ſtrong habits, we ſhould endeavour firſt of all to take 
off theſe inflammatory ſymptoms by bleeding, which 
ſometimes requires to be repeated; but where they 

aic 
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are not preſent, as they ſeldom are in autumn, in 
warm climates, or in irritable habits, this evacuation 
is uſeleſs, and frequently detrimental. - 

After the bleeding, where it is proper, or other- 
wiſe without performing that operation, the prime 
diæ are to be cleared both of the feculent matters, 
and fluids ſecreted into them ; theſe, as in all other 
caſes of increaſed ſecretion where the glands are in- 
flamed, being very apt to ſtimulate and putrify. 

When the ſtomach is much affected, an emetic is 
to be exhibited ; and it ought to be managed in the 
ſame manner as has been directed in fevers, as we 
wiſh it here alſo to exert its relaxing power, and 
throw the circulation upon the ſkin. 

A purgative is alſo to be given, and we ſhould 
chuſe thoſe which act principally by increaſing the 
periſtaltic motion of the inteſtines, as it is not a 
greater ſecretion which 1s required, but an evacua- 
tion of the matters already contained. Although 
rhubarb does not purge ſo copiouſly, yet as it-clears 
the prime vie better, it is preferable to moſt others. 
Ve rather chuſe therefore to continue to employ it 
with the older phyſicians, than give it up as ſome 
late practitioners have done, not conſidering the above 
intention, nor the progreſs of the diſeaſe after its ope- 
ration, but merely the copiouſneſs of the evacuation. 
It may be given as in (No. 42.) 

While the diſeaſe continues, it is to be repeated 
frequently for the ſame purpoſe, and alſo to preyent 
any thing's being retained in the upper part of the in- 
teſtines, where the periſtaitic motion is now going 
= on too ſlowly. ” 

After the operation of the purgative, we are to en- 
deavour to throw the circulation on the exterior 
parts of the body by relaxants.

Mucilaginous glyſters, as (No. 27.) take off the 

ſtimulus ariſing from attempts to evacuation, when 

little or nothing is contained in the lower part of the 

inteſtines; which ſtimulus is ſometimes the ſole 

cauſe of the continuance of the diſeaſe. When in- 

jected every four or five hours, they are now and then 
ſufficient for the cure; and are in all caſes uſeful. 


It 
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It is alſo of conſiderable uſe to avoid, as much 
as poſſible, any attempt to go to ſtool ; and if there 
be ſoreneſs about the anus, it ſhould be rubbed, 

with unguent. ſimplex, or any other expreſſed oil that 
is juſt fluid in the heat of the body. Or if the other 
ſymptoms are greatly diminiſhed, and this conti- 
nues, an opiate may be added to the mucilage in the 
glyſter. 

Stimulants applied externally to the belly, have 
been found uſeful in relieving the pain.

At the ſame time the patient ſhould be kept in as 
pure air as poſſible, provided that it be always mode- 
rately warm, and that he be not expoſed at any time 
to cold, eſpecially in thoſe circumſtances in which it 
is molt liable to affect the ſyſtem. 

The food ought to conſiſt of preparations of fari- 
naceous vegetable ſubſtances. 

If notwithſtanding the treatment already propoſed, 
the purging ſhould go on, ſo that there is danger to 
be apprehended from the weakneſs, or irritation ; 
aſtringents, and particularly opium, may be given 
along with the other medicines, and from + to half 
a grain of it, may be taken every eight hours : but 
when they are employed at the beginning, eſpeci- 
ally alone, they ſtop the ſecretion, but leave the in- 
flammation, and death enſues either from the ſymp- 
toms of irritation, or now and then from gangrene 
and mortification of the inteſtines. 
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If the diſeaſe ſtill continues, and the ſymptoms of 
irritation are not very violent, the opium is to be 
exhibited alone, or ſpices are to be joined to it; ot 
other aſtringents m be employed; ſuch as,

Or opiates or aſtringents may be added to the mu- 
cilaginous glyſters. | 

But it is to be obſerved, that it is the ſecretion we 
with to ſtop by theſe aſtringents, and not the evacu- 
ation of the matters already contained. in the intef- 
tines; for this reaſon the purgatives ought to be re- 
peated, even during the uſe of the aſtringents. 

In recent caſes we may expect the cure to ſucceed 
quickly; but in thoſe of longer continuance, a per- 
ſeverance in the proper remedies is neceſſary, eſpeci- 
ally if the inteſtines ſhould be exulcerated; and then 
indeed the diſeaſe is frequently fatal. 

A dyſentery accompanying a fever is alſo very dan- 
gerous, as either diſeaſe being cured, the other may 
continue, and as both together may ſoon weaken 


and kill. We are to endeavour to take off the fever, 


by the remedies already pointed out at the beginning 
of a violent one, and afterwards to treat the diſeaſe 


as a ſimple dyſentery, being more caticus in employ- 
ing aſtringents. 
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After the purging is ſtopt, the patient often be- 
comes coſtive, and if he be ſuffered to continue in 
that ſtate for two or three days, he is apt to relapſe; 
the belly is therefore to be opened by bitter purga- 
aver... © | | WO 

After the diſeaſe is cured, the bark may be em- 
ployed to reſtore the ſtrength. It is alſo ſometimes 
of uſe during the purging when it has continued long, 
and the ordinary ſymptoms of weakneſs appear.

The VENEREAL DISEASE. 


| LTHOUGH it be not confined to the mu- 
cous membrane, yet as the principal ſymptoms 
at the beginning depend on inflammation or exulce- 
ration of this part of the body, it is to be treated of 
here, 

It is always propagated by an infection, the firft 
appearance of which in Europe was in Spain; it was 
afterwards carried to Naples in 1494, and from 
thence it ſpread almoſt inſtantaneouſly over France, 
Germany, Great Britain, &C. 

The venereal matter muſt be applied in a fluid 
ſtate ; 1ſt, either to ſome part of the body where the 
mucus is ſoft, as it is in the parts of generation, 
(which are generally firſt infected or about the nip- 
ples, lips, anus, &c. or 2dly, to a wound or ulcer; or 
it may paſs from a mother to a child, although com- 
monly in this caſe, it adheres to the ſkin, in the paſ- 
ſage through the vagina. 

It almoſt always occaſions a converſion of the mu- 
cus of the part, or of the fluids of the ulcer or wound, 
into a matter ſimilar to itſelf; and when a ſufficient 
quantity has been thus produced, it brings on an in- 
flammation in the mucous membrane or glands, or in 
the wound or ulcer, and it is afterwards ſometimes 
abſorbed into the general ſyſtem of veſſels, but very 
ſeldom before: the firſt ſymptoms therefore appear 
in the part where the infection was received. 

When it is mixed with the foft mucus, it pro- 
duces | 

iſt, An inflammation, and great ſecretion from the 
mucous glands, in which caſe, it is not often ab- 


ſorbed 


. (ws 
ſorbed into the general ſyſtem ; atid the diſcaſe 1s 
called a gonorrhea. | 

Or 2dly, one or more little eryſipelatous inflamma- 
tions, followed by ſmall watery puſtules, which 
break ; and ulcers called chancres are formed ; after 
which it is commonly abſorbed in two or three days, 
as it generally is, when a wound or ulcer are at firſt 
infected ; this alſo happens ſometimes in a gonorrhea, 
and always when a child receives it from its mo- 
ther; and the diſtemper is called the Lues Yenerea. 

The urethra and vagina are for the molt part affet- 
ed with gonorrhea, and the glans, prepuce, labia pu- 
dendi, perinæum, anus, nipples, lips, &c. with chan- 
cres ; although either may take place in any of thoſe 
parts. 

Moft people are infected by the venereal matter 
mixing with, and being retained in, the mucus of the 
urethra or vagina, or updn the glans, prepuce, or labia 
pudendi, from which it cannot be waſhed off by the 
urine, on account of the inſolubility of the mucus in 
water, and the ſymptoms do not appear till after 24 
hours, nay fometimes not til] after three weeks from 
the time of receiving the infection, but moſt com- 
monly they ariſe in four, five, or ſix days. 

A gonorrhœa from the urethra in a man begins with 
an uneafineſs about the parts of generation, together 
with an appearance of a little whitiſh matter about 
the orifice of the urethra, a little ſwelling, and ſome- 
times redneſs there, and a ſlight pungency upon the 
evacuation of urine. The whitiſh matter ſoon in- 
ereaſes in quantity, the inflammation about the end 
of the urethra becomes more evident, and for the moſt 
part there is now a tenſion, and hardneſs through 
the whole of it, a ſwelling of the lacunæ, and a 
ſenſation of ſtricture in the penis, particularly on 

| 1 erection. 
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erection. The matter ſtill increaſes, flows out, and 
grows thinner, loſes its adheſiveneſs, and is of a yel- 
low or greeniſh colour. There is now always a red- 
neſs about the end of the canal, often a pain from 
the diſtention of the arethra during the evacuation of 
urine, and a much ſeverer one towards the orifice 
from its ſimulus, with an increaſe of the redneſs, juſt 
after it is evacuated. The inflammation prevents 
the extenſion of the urethra in erection, ſo that the 
penis is at that time curved downwards with great 
pain, which is increaſed if it be raiſed towards the 
belly, and the /:zmwulus occaſions it often to be erect- 
ed, eſpecially when warm in bed, and ſometimes pre- 
vents fleep, or awakens the patient, and now and 
then produces involuntary emiſhons of the ſemen. 

Sometimes the matter is very thin, or ſtreaked with 
blood, all the inflammatory ſymptoms are more vio- 
lent, and the patient is affected with ſtrangury. The 
prepuce alſo is ſometimes inflamed about the end, 
and cannot be drawn back, which is called phy; 
or being drawn behind the g/azs cannot be returned, 
which is called a parapiymo/is, when the inflamma- 
tion is increaſed by the ſtricture, and now and then 
gangrene and mortification are produced; or the 
whole of it is affected with eedematous ſwelling, alſo 
called phymoſis. In all theſe caſes ulcers are apt to 
ariſe, eſpecially in the two laſt. 

Thus the inflammation continues to increaſe, ge- 
nerally for about a week or two; but it admits of a 
Batural cure, for the mucus waſhes off the venereal 
matter faſter than it is formed, until at laſt the infec- 
tion is totally carried off. While this is taking place, 
the ſymptoms continue nearly the ſame for ſome 
time ; they afterwards begin gradually to decreaſe, 
the erections are not ſo frequent, nor with ſo much 


pain, 


„ s 
pain, there is not ſo much inflammation, nor paiſi 
from the evacuation of urine, the matter becomes 


thicker, whiter, and adhefive, gradually diminiſhes in 


quantity, becomes irregular often towards the laſt, 
pieces of mucus having a fibrous appearance being mixed 
with the urine; at laſt the running ceaſes, and the 
inflammatory ſymptoms at the ſame time gradually 
decreaſing, leave the patient. Or the infection be- 
ing carried off, the ſecretion continues, but in a 
ſmaller quantity, thicker, and whiter, and with much 
leſs inflamrhation, for months, or ſometimes for years, 
for the moſt part going off at laſt ; or not being car- 
ried off, the ſymptoms continue, although commonly 
with leſs inflammation than at the beginning. Or 
exulcerations may be produced, the matter abſorbed, 
and the lues venerza brought on, particularly when 
any freſh cauſe of inflammation is applied, when the 
diſeafe continues long, or the infected mucus is ſuf- 
fered to remain between the glan and prepuce. Or 
an abforption may ſometimes, although ſeldom hap- 
pen without exulceration, and be attended with the 

ſame conſequence. | | + 
A gonorrhza from the vagina and urethra in wo- 
men, begins with a heat, itching, and uneaſineſs 
about the parts of generation, followed by a redneſs 
about the orifice of the urethia extending to the mouth 
of the vagina, a running fimilar to that already de- 
ſcribed, with pain for the moſt part upon the evacu- 
ation of urine; and alſo in ſitting when the parts are 
preſſed upon, and in walking, or upon the vaging's 
being diſtended; It has otherwiſe the fame progreſs 
and terminations as in men, except that the ſymp- 
toms are fometimes increaſed after menſtruation. But 
if the diſeaſe affect the vagina only, the inflammatory 
ſymptoms are often very trifling, or if they make 
12 their 
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their appearance at the beginning, they go off, ſs 
that the patient is hardly ſenſible of any other incon- 
venience but the running. 

A gonorrbæa from any of the external parts, very 
ſeldom happens; when it does, (as from the glans, 
for inſtance) it begins with redneſs and ſwelling, the 
ſurface is ſometimes covered with a whitiſh cruſt, 
ſimilar to aphthz, and there is afterwards an ouzing 
of a matter like that from the urethra, the inflamma- 
tion at firſt increaſing ; the infection however is gra- 
dually waſhed off, and the progreſs and terminations 
are nearly the ſame as before deſcribed. 5 

Gonorrhœas may alſo ariſe in the eyes, and noſtrils, 
with . ſymptoms ſimilar to thoſe above- mentioned, 
except for the part affected. 

When a gonorrhea continues long, it ſometimes 
produces a ſtricture .in the part, particularly in the 
urethra in men, ſo as to occaſion a difficulty in 
the evacuation of urine, often attended with great 
pain, the water flowing out in a ſmall ſtream, or 
only by drops; and now and then it alfo produces a 
degree of inflammation, and a diſpoſition to contrac- 
tion in the bladder, and the wrehra allo contracting, 
the ſtoppage is increaſed : this generally goes off with 
a ſecretion of mucus from theſe parts, but it may have 
the other progreſſes and terminations of an inflam- 
mation of the bladder; and often no ſuch affection 
takes place, or if it does, it goes off, and the ſtop- 
page and pain continue for years. 

A ſimilar ſtricture takes place in the zretbra in wo- 
men, but not near ſo frequently, and alſo in the va- 
gina preventing its diſtention ; it happens likewiſe in 
the end of the prepuce in men, which it prevents 


irom being drawn back after all the other ſy mptoms 
are gone off. 
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The neighbouring parts, particularly the teſticles, 
glands in the groin, and ſometimes the perineum, are 
alſo ſubject to phlegmonous inflammation from flight 
flimuli, ſuch as motion in exerciſe, preſſure, &c. 

The teſticle inflames with the common ſymptoms 
of ſwelling, pain, heat, hardneſs, redneſs, &c. the 
running for the moſt part at the ſame time diminiſh- 
ing or ceaſing. 

'The progreſs to ſuppuration, gangrene and morti- 
fication, and /cirrhus, is alſo the ſame as in other 
inflammations of theſe glands ; and it admits of a na- 
tural cure, for the running may begin to increaſe 
again, the pain, ſwelling &c. to decreaſe, and at 
length they may leave the patient, -the ſwelling and 
hardneſs often continuing for a conſiderable time. 

The lymphatic glands in the groin likewiſe ſome- 
times inflame, even when there 1s no abſorption of 
the matter; but this caſe can only be diſtinguiſhed 
from thoſe where there is, by the event, which is 
not to be waited for. 

The inflammation of the perineum is attended with 
the common ſymptoms of that diſeaſe, 

The venereal gonorrhea ſhould be diſtinguiſhed from 
that in which there is no infection; from the fusr 
albus, and other increaſed ſecretions from the different 
parts ſubject to this diſtemper; from involuntary 
emiſſions of the ſemen; ulcers in the urinary paſlages 
and increaſed ſecretions from their mucous membrane, 
from a ſtone, or any other cauſe. 


When the lues venerea begins with a chancre, chore 


is at firſt a little eryſipelatous inflammation, with 
itching on the glans, prepuce, labia pudendi, &c. fol- 
lowed by one or more {mall puſtules, filled with a 
tranſparent fluid, becoming ſometimes white; theſe 
break, and a ſmall, but ſpreading ulcer is formed,

times painful, generally inflamed, ſore, and unequal 
at the bottom, often with hard, protuberant, aſn-co- 
loured edges, covered with whitiſh alete ane « of 
difficult cure. 

They ſhould be Jitinguiſhed from little excoria- 
tions or ulcers produced, either by rubbing the parts, 
or by the matter which ſometimes is accumulated 
2bout them, when they are not kept clean; or by 
the fluor albus on the labia pudend: or hike | in wo- 
men, or on the glans and prepuce in men; thefe, 
when they ariſe from coition, appear immediately, 

and are of eaſy Cure, or go off of themſelves im a few 
days. 

If the diſeaſe begins with an ulcer in the vrethra, 

without gonorrhea, which it very ſeldom does, there 
is a ſoreneſs, and diſpoſition to the evacuation of 
urine, with pain on its being evacuated, and an ouz- 
ing of a ſmall quantity of a thin, watery fluid; and 
fometimes a gonorrhea follows, 
If an ulcer or wound are infected, they inflame, 
and ſpread with ſoreneſs, or pain, and inequality of 
their ſurface ; they are often covered with whitifh 
floughs, and have aſh- coloured edges. | 

If children receive the infection from their mo- 
thers, they now and then are born with ſymptoms of 
the diſeaſe, as inflammations of the ſkin, gonar! hea, 
&c. but for the moſt part there is no appearance for 
ſeveral days ; in about a week however, eruptions, 
with browniſh ſcabs. degenerating into ulcers, arife 
about the angles of the mouth, or other parts of the 
head, or over the whole body. 

It is not certainly known, if there be at any time 
an abſorption in a gonorrhea without exulceration 
but fometimes 1 in logg continued ones the infectious 


matter 
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matter gets into the ſyſtem, perhaps from an ulcer in 
the urethra. 

From the ulcers, what they are, the matter is 
abſorbed by the lymphatics, and ſometimes as it 
paſſes along inflames them, and there is a redneſs, 
hardneſs, and ſoreneſs in their courſe to the firſt lym- 
phatic glands; often however there is no appearance 
of this kind. 

Whether there be or not, an i of the 
firſt glands they paſs: through, called a bube, is often 
produced, which, as the parts of generation are moſt 
eommonly, firſt infected, is generally in the groin; it 
begins with ſoreneſs to the touch, hardneſs and ſwell- 
ing of the glands; theſe ſymptoms increaſe, and are 
attended with pain, eſpecially on moving, redneſs of 
the ſkin, and the other ſymptoms common to inflam- 
mation. It ſometimes terminates quickly in fuppu- 
ration, ſometimes, like other inflammations of glands, 
it ſuppurates very ſlowly, ſometimes terminates in 
ſcirrhoſity, very ſeldom in gangrene. If it ſuppu- 
rates, when the abſceſs formed from it breaks, or is 
opened, the ulcer is generally venereal, I believe al- 
ways ſo. The ulcer is ſometimes dangerous from its 
diſpoſition to ſpread and form ſinuſes, and from its 
vicinity to large veſſels; and it is often cured with 
difficulty. 

It ſhould be diſtinguiſhed from other inflammati- 
ons of theſe glands brought on by external „imuli, as 
rubbing, &c. or by ſtimulating fluids, as pus, cance- 
rous matter, c. paſſing through them; and from an 
abſceſs following inflammations of the cellular mem- 
brane below the pſoas muſcle, and from ruptures. 

Whether a bubo ariſes or not, the matter conti- 
nues its courſe through the lymphatics into the blood 
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When the venereal matter gets into the ſyſtem, it 
generally produces inflammations and ulcers in ſome 
part of the body, moſt commonly in the mucous 
membrane, or ſkin; but ſometimes it may continue 
for many years, before it has any effect; now and 
then it never makes its appearance ; and for the moſt 
part it has been abſorbed for ſome time before any 
ſymptoms take place. | | 

If it be ſecreted in the glands of the mouth or 
throat, it inflames the membrane and occaſions ul- 
cers, attended with the common ſymptoms of ulcera- 
tion in thoſe parts, ſuch as hoarſeneſs, pain, and dif- 
ficulty in ſwallowing, &c. and ſimilar to the other 
venereal ones already deicribed ; theſe ulcers ſpread- 
ing, the bones become carious, and openings are 
made from the mouth to the noſe, the palate being 
deſtroyed ; and the noſe itſelf ſinks, its cartilages and 
and bones alſo being eat away. 

If ſecreted on the ſkin, it produces reddiſh, or 
purpliſh ſpots; or an eruption covered with brown- 
ih ſcabs, often degenerating into venereal ulcers, 
which, if they happen in the palms of the hands, 
ſoles of the feet, or about the anus, have often the 
appearance of fiſſures in the ſcarf ſkin, ouzing out a 
thin matter with great ſoreneſs and pain. 

If ſecreted in the eyes, inflammation and exulcera- 
tion ariſe there, with loſs of ſight; if in the ears, 
the like inflammatory ſymptoms are brought on, (al- 
though ſeldomer) with deafneſs and caries of their 
bones. 

Although the parts of generation were not the firit 
parts infected, the diſtemper ſometimes appears there 
and about the anus, but not always. 

Ulcers of the lungs are now and then the conſe - 

quence, 


E 


quence, and pulmonary conſumption. Sometimes 
too there is ſwelling of the lymphatics, and other 
glands. 

Or it affects the perigſteum and bones, and brings 
on pains in them ; eſpecially on the body's being 
heated, and during the natural evening paroxyſm of 
fever which they render more evident, going off with 
it in the morning with ſweat ; the perio/leum ſwells, 
and becomes hard, with an appearance of ſwelling in 
the bones, and ſometimes they do ſwell, at others 
become ſoft or carious. 

Sometimes before the matter gets into the ſyſtem, 
or at any other time of the diſeaſe, excreſcences ariſe 
on the glans, prepuce, labia pudendi, anus, &c. either 
where there have_ been ulcers, or without any previ- 
ous exulceration; they are of various figures, are 
called warts, or by other names, and are generally 
red and ſoft, ſometimes hard and callous, ſeldom 
painful. 

Various other anomalous ſymptoms are alſo brought 
on by the infection or irritation ;. but theſe, if the 
diſtemper is not cured, are at leaſt for the moſt 
part prevented, from the general knowledge and uſe 
of mercury, and are not ſo often ſeen now, although 
the infection has loſt none of its virulence, as has 
been ſuppoſed. 

There are habits which will bear up againſt the 
diſeaſe for many years; whilſt, in others, the appe- 
tite is loſt, the pulſe rendered more frequent, the 
evening paroxyſm of fever increaſed and continued 
through the day time, dropſical ſwellings of the legs, 
ſwelling of the abdomen, and other ſymptoms of 
weakneſs and irritation come on, and the patient 
links, 
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Venereal ulcers, eruptions, pains, c. fhould be 
diftinguiſhed from thoſe ariſing from other cauſes. 

When the infection is communicated by the mat- 
ter's being mixed with the mucus of the vrethra, un- 
gina, glans, prepuce, &c. if no running, uker, or 
puſtle have as yet appeared, it may be waſhed' off, and 
the diſeaſe for the moſt part prevented. by

Some of the above ſolution is to be mixed, by a 
little at a time, with a cup full of water, till it be 
ſtrong enough to waſh the mucus from the mouth 
without giving much pain. Fill a ſyringe with this 
liquor, and inject it into the urethra, or vagina, re- 
taining it there for about a minute ; then add to the 
remainder of the liquor a tea- ſpoonful of the ſolution, 
and waſh the glans, prepuce, labia pudend:, &c. laſtly 
inject, and waſh with a little pure water, milk- 
warm. | 


The Gonorrh&a may be cured, 

1ſt, By aſſiſting the natural cure, 

2dly, By injections. 

3dly, By mercury alone. Or the ſucceſs of the 
two firſt methods may be enſured by it. 


The natural cure is aſſiſted, | 
1ſt, By diminiſhing the inflammation by bleeding, 
if the patient be ſtrong or plethoric, the pulſe full 
and hard, and the chordee frequent and painful; 
from Z xij to Zxx of blood may be taken away, but 
the operation ſeldom requires to be repeated, and 
the frequency and pain of erection are the only 
ſymptoms we can hope to relieve by it, and that too 
IN 
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in * caſes now deſcribed, for in others (the inflam- 
mation being kept up by the //:ymilus of the matter 
and the urine) it has no effect, or it is detrimental, 
eſpecially if the habit be irritable. _ 

2dly, By drinking plentifully of mucilaginous wa- 
tery fluids acidulated (as No. 32. without the Sem. 
Petroſel.) to dilute the urine, and prevent its neutral 
ſalts from Kimulatiog and increaſing the inflamma- 
tion. 

3dly, By the application of emollient fomentations, 
and poultices. 

4thly, By injecting oily or acl fluids in- 
to the urethra or vagina, and by rubbing them on the 


glans, prepuce, labia pudendi, &c. as

5thly, By 3 the ſecretion a little by ſuch 
gentle purgatives, as procure only two or three eva- 
cuations a day. Severe purging often augments 
the inflammatory ſymptoms, brings on ſtrangury and 
exulcerations, gives.qccaſion to inflammation of the 
teſticles, and other neighbouring parts ; or it ſtops 
the running before the infection is waſhed off, and 
the gonorrhea either returns in a few days, ar exul- 
cerations take place. Long-continued purging is apt 
to weaken the ſtomach and inteſtines, to hurt the dt- 
ceſtion, to produce obſtinate gleets, and leave hypo- 
chondriacal ſymptoms, particularly i in irritable or me- 
lancholic habits. 

6thly, By avoiding exerciſe, ſalt, ſpices, and too 
much animal food, eſpecially at the beginning, when 
there 1s a great deal of inflammation, 
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If with the above treatment the inflammatory 
ſymptoms diminiſh, the running becomes thicker, 
and, at the end of four or five weeks, leaves the pa- 
tient; there is then no reaſon to ſuſpect the ſyſtem 
to be infected. 

If any of the preparations of mercury deſcribed be- 
low, be uſed with the above remedies, their effects 


are rendered more certain.

If this injection be employed, we are to begin with 
it weak, and gradually to increaſe its ſtrength, ſo that 
the patient ſuffer but little pain after it is evacuat- 


ed: a piece of ſoft linen rag is to be kept between the 
glans and prepuce during its uſe.

Preparations of copper, zinc, and vegetable aſ- 
tringents, have alſo been employed by ſome people. 

A little of one of theſe injections is to be thrown 
into the urethra or vagina at firſt four times, afterwards 
three times, and at laſt once in 24 hours, and kept 
there for about a minute, | 

The ſooner they are uſed the better. 

No previous treatment 1s required except bleed- 
ing: (vide the firſt method in the natural cure.) 

We ſhould always exhibit mercury at the ſame 
time, in the manner recommended in the lues venerea. 

If a ſenſe of ſtricture towards the bulbous part of 
the xrethra ſhould be felt, or if the running ſhould 
not ſtop in a fortnight, notwithſtanding the uſe of 
the injection, it ſhould be left off; but the mercury 
ſhould be continued, the inflammatory ſymptoms be- 
ing kept off by the bark: if the gonorrhea does not 
ſtop in-a fortnight more, recourſe muſt be had to the 
injection. The mercury is to be exhibited for a week 
or two longer, if the ſymptoms do not go off in that 
time. Bark may alſo be given at the beginning, to 
the quantity of an ounce in 24 hours for a day or 
two, and afterwards to 311j; having firſt bled the 
patient, if his habit be plethoric, or his pulſe hard. 
Should the diſeaſe be carried off by the injection in 
a few days, it is nevertheleſs ſafer to perſiſt in the 
uſe of the mercury for a month; but it is not al- 
ways abſolutely neceſſary. 

Omitting the injection once or twice will often 
make it fail of curing, when it would have otherwiſe 
produced that effect. 5 

The 
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The iſt, 2d, and 4th remedies recommended in 
the natural method, are to be uſed in this. 

This method for the moſt part cures ſooner, with 
much leſs pain and with as great ſafety, provided 
mercury be uſed, as the former; and patients treated 
in this manner are leſs liable to inflammation of the 
| teſticles, or of the glands of the groin, or to chancres 
„ or ſtrictures. 

IF 3dly, The cure by mercury is performed, 
1ſt, By bleeding, if the patient be plethoric. 
2dly, By the iſt, 2d, 3d, 4th and 6th remedies, 
recommended in the natural method of cure, 
3dly, If at the beginning, the inflammation be 
troubleſome, an ounce of bark is to be given every 
24 hours till it abates, and afterwards three drachms. 
4thly, Mercury is to be employed internally, as 
in the lues venerea. 
Cure of the When there is any ulcer, or any ſymptom of the 
lues venerea. matter's having been abſorbed, the patient cannot be 
cured with ſafety and certainty, unleſs mercury be 
exhibited. 
The preparations of Mercury to be uſed are,

Turpentine is here preſcribed, becauſe we are 
more certain of extinguiſhing the mercury with it, 
than with any other ſubſtance (excepting balſam of 
ſulphur, which is fœtid) although it is ſometimes 
apt to produce little pimples on the ſkin, which are 
however of no material conſequence. 

From one drachm to three of this ointment is to be 
rubbed thoroughly into the thighs, arms, or legs, 
„ every

every other night, beginning, if a ſalivation is not 
intended, with 3j the firſt time; and, if the mouth is 
not at all affected, increaſing it to 3] Jy the ſecond ;

The compounds of mercury and acids are much 
more uncertain remedies than. the above, and ought 
never to be uſed, unleſs the patient be in a ſituation 
where he runs the greateſt riſque of catching cold.

Whatever preparation we employ, we ſhould give 
it in ſuch manner, and in ſuch a doſe, as to pro- 
duce hardneſs, fullneſs, and moderate frequency of 
the pulſe, with as little ſenſible evacuation as poſſible; 
for the mercury cures ſooner, and with greater cer- 
tainty, when the ſtrength is but little, than when it 
is much reduced by it. Therefore, unleſs the caſe 

be very urgent, we are to begin with ſmall doſes at 
firſt, and afterwards gradually to increaſe them ; giv- 
ing opium and antimony, and now and then a ſmall 
doſe of rhubarb, if the inteſtines are affected; and 
omitting the medicine for two or three days, if there 
be ſymptoms of ſalivation, till theſe be gone oft. 

| "The ſymptoms of approaching ſalivation, are a 

diſagreeable taſte in the mouth, and ſoreneſs of the 
gums, or ſalivary glands. 

'The ointment ſhould always be employed in bad 
caſes ; but in ſlighter ones, in gonorrhe&as, and where 
there is great riſque of catching cold, the mercury, 
may be uſed internally. 

It is never neceſſary to ſalivate a patient, unlefs 
he be ſo irritable that the ſmalleſt doſe of mercury 
immediately affects his mouth ; or unleſs the diſeaſe 
be proceeding ſo faſt, that it would be hazardous to 
wait till it was checked by the remedy given in ſuch 
a manner as to avoid falivation ; or excepting when 
we cannot truſt to his uſing it regularly. On the 
contrary, ſalivation rather renders the effect of the 
medicine uncertain. | 
The precautions neceſſary to avoid ſalivation, are, 
Iſt, Exhibiting the mercury as has juſt been deſcrib- 
ed: 2dly, Taking care not to ſtimulate the ſalivary 
glands, either by rubbing the ſkin over them, and 

| keeping it too warm with'flannel, or by any ſtimu- 
lus in the mouth: 3dly, Avoiding ſudden expoſure 
| to 
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„ 
to cold. It is to be obſerved, that the patient is 
rendered irritable by the uſe of the mercury. Hence 
cold applied in the circumſtances in which it is apt 
to produce diſeaſes, (vide the Catarrh,) brings on ſa- 


livation, dyſentery, or rheumatiſm; and the /:zmwlzs 
of the mercury being directed to the ſalivary olands, or 
inteſtines, produces in them greater inflammation, 
than that which takes place in a ſalivation from 
mercury alone, or in a dyſentery from cold alone. 
It is by no means neceſſary however to confine him 
to a cloſe, warm room, except in a ſalivation; it is 
ſufficient if he wear flanne] or cotton next his ſkin, 
and carefully avoid a moiſt atmoſphere, or rain, and 
the evening air: on the contrary, the air of a cloſe 
room often, nay ſometimes that of a large town, 
prevents the healing of venereal ulcers, or even the 
deſtruction of the infectious matter by the mercury, 
and the patient cannot be cured, unleſs he be re- 
moved into a freer air, or into the country. 

If notwithſtanding theſe precautions, a ſalivation 
ſhould come on, we know of no remedy which will 
remove it with any degree of certainty, although 
ſulphur, camphire, and purgatives, have been re- 
commended for this purpoſe. If therefore the caſe 
be urgent, the beſt way is to let it go on, uling the 
mercurial ointment as before deſcribed: and we {ſhould 
confine the patient to a room where there are no 
ſtreams of air, but which, at the ſame time, is not too 
warm: he ſhouid be clothed with flannel, and no 
food ought to be given him but what is of eaſy digeſ- 
tion and good nouriſhment. If the ſymptoms are 
increaſing ſlowly, the mercury ſhould be omitted 
till the ſalivation goes off, and afterwards recur- 
red to, 
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The mercury, whether we ſalivate or not, ſhould 
be continued four or five weeks, even if the ſymp- 
toms ſhould leave the patient before that time. 

It ſhould be continued till all the ſmpytoms are 
gone off, except 

1ſt, When a gonorrhea remains with little inflam- 
mation, (Vide the Gonorrhaa Benigna.) 

2dly, When the patient is much reduced by it, 
and there are ulcers which do not put on the ap- 
pearance of healing. In this caſe, it is to be left off, 
and the paticnt ſtrengthened, and the common 
means of curing ulcers not venereal, are to be em- 
ployed; if theſe do not ſucceed, he is to return 
to the uſe of the mercury. 

2dly, When ulcers covered with fœtid ſloughs ap- 
pear, and ſpread exceedingly fait; in this caſe bark, 
and the other remedies for gangrene and mortifica- 
tion, are to be made uſe of. 

4thly, When only rheumatic pains remain, theſe 
often ariſing from the mercury itſelf, are to be cured 
by preparations of antimony, and ſarſaparilla. 

If by the imprudent uſe of mercury, or expoſure 
to cold, a ſalivation with great inflammation of the 
ſalivary glands and mouth 1s brought on, it is to be 
omitted, and the common antiphlogiſtic remedies 
uſed, till theſe ſymptoms are carried off. If dyſen- 
tery ſhould be brought on, we are to take away from 
S xij to I xvj of blood, afterwards to give a doſe of 
rhubarb; laſtly, to ſtop the purging by (No. 53.) 
leaving off the mercury for a day or two. 

If rheumatiſm is produced, it is to be treated in the 
manner directed in that diſeaſe, | 

If the mercury ſhould occaſion general inflamma- 
tion to a degree which may be dangerous, from $xij to 
5 xvj of blood are to be taken away.

If there be venereal ulcers of any kind, bark may 
be given with advantage along with the mercury, to 
the quantity of Zſs every 24 hours; but we are to 
bleed firſt, if the patient be of an inflammatory ha- 
bit, or plethoric. The ſame medicine may alſo be 
uſed in all caſes where the patient's ſtrength is in 
danger of being too much reduced by the mercury. 

If there be eruptions, or pains in the bones, decoc- 
tions of woods containing reſinous ſubſtances, and 
relaxants, are of conſiderable uſe,

Guaiacum, ſarſaparilla, and ſome other remedies, 
have ſometimes cured the diſeaſe without mercury, 
particularly in warm climates, but they are never to 
be truſted to alone, 

If the patient be not ſalivated by the mercury, 
he may uſe ſuch animal food as is of eaſy digeſtion, 
but he is to avoid ſalt, ſpices, and wine. 

If there be an cedematous phymoſis, from zj to Z ifs 
of bark is to be given every 24 hours until the in- 
flammation abate, and afterwards Zſs : mercury like- 
wiſe is always to be exhibited in this caſe. Phymoſis 
from ſtricture alone, frequently goes off with the 
other ſymptoms. In every kind of phymejrs, milk and 
water is to be injected between the glans and the pre- 
puce, three or four times a day; and, if a very pain- 
ful ulcer ſhould be formed there, and ſhould not 
give way to bark and mercury, the prepuce ſhould 
be lit open, or if that be not ſufficient, entirely cut off. 
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In the paraphymoſis the prepuce ſhould be cut, 
emolient fomentations and poultices applied, and the 
other antiphlogiſtic remedies employed; and mercury 
is always to be exhibited. | 
Inflammation of the teſticle is to be treated as any 
other external phlegmonous inflammation ; the teſ- 
ticle is to be ſuſpended by proper bandages ; fomen- 


| tations and poultices (No. 33.) are to be applied. 


Purgatives, as evacuants, are uſeful, if they re-pro- 
duce the gonorrhea; and ſtrong vomits, where the 
conſtitution will bear them, ſometimes carry off the 
inflammatory ſymptoms immediately.

When the inflammatory ſymptoms are gone off, 
mercury ſhould always be uſed, and, if a hardneſs 
remain, the poultices are to be continued, and the 
ſkin of the ſcrotum rubbed with volatile liniment two 
or three times a day; and no other means are to be 
uſed to ſtop the running. 

If a ſtricture ſhould remain in the urethra, and pro- 
duce inflammatory ſymptoms, theſe are firſt to be 
taken off by the common antiphlogiſtic remedies ; 
after they are taken off, or where they are not pre- 
ſent, the ſtricture is to be removed by bougies; and 
if the infection has not been deſtroyed, mercury is to 
be uſed. If after all the other ſymptoms are gone 
off, the end of the prepuce remains for ſeveral weeks 


ſo contracted as to prevent coition, it is to be cut 
open. 
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If recent chancres be the ſymptoms of the lues 
venerea, they may often be cured by cutting off the 
ſurface, or deſtroying it by cauſtics ; but the mer- 
cury ſhould nevertheleſs be continued for a month. 
The ſame external applications are to be uſed to ve- 
nereal ulcers, as to others of difficult cure, 

A bubo, if it be juſt beginning, may ſometimes be 
prevented from ſuppurating: iſt, By bleeding when 
the habit is plethoric or inflammatory. 2dly, By im- 
mediately rubbing as much mercurial ointment on 
the patient's thighs as he can bear without ſalivati- 
on. 3dly, By the application of fomentations and 
poultices (No. 33.) 4thly, By the application of 
mercurial plaiſters. Sthly, By ſaccharum ſaturn ac- 
cording to ſome practitioners; but I am always 
afraid of any ſalt of lead when it lies long upon a 
part. 

It a bybo do not ſuppurate, and be not totally diſ- 
perſed, fome of the venereal matter may remain in 
the gland, till ſome imulus occalion its abſorption, 
when the diſeaſe may be propagated over the whole 
ſyſtem. This happens however very rarely, and the 
matter may remain in the part for years together be- 
fore it makes its appearance. 

If the bubo be already large, with a good deal of in- 
flammation, it is better to promote its ſuppuration 
by the application of poultices of bread and milk; 
and ſome practitioners ſuppoſing that it prevents the 
matter's paſſing into the ſyſtem, have judged it pre- 
ferable to do this always; but I think, as the 1nfec- 
tion is now to be deſtroyed by mercury, that it is 
more eligible to prevent a patient from ſufrering un- 
neceilary pain. When the ſuppuration is compleat- 
ed, the ſkin covering the abſceſs is to be altogether 

taken 
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taken off, either by the knife or cauſtic, and the ul- 
cer is to be treated as other venereal ones. 

If there be excreſcences any where, the infection 
is firſt to be got rid of by a long courſe of mercury; 
towards the end of which, they are to be cut off, 
and the part below deſtroyed by cauſtics, as far as it 
is of the texture of the excreſcence; and when 
the floughs have ſeparated, the ulcer is to be treated 
as a common one. 

Eruptions, and pains in the bones, which cannot 
be cured by mercury, antimony, ſarſaparilla, or 
guaiacum, ſometimes give way to the warm bath. 
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GONORRHOEA, BENIGNA, or GLEETr. 


T is an increaſed ſecretion from the mucous 
glands of the vrethra without infection. 

It may remain after the venereal matter has been 

deſtroyed or waſhed off in a venereal gonorrhea; or it 

may ariſe from general weakneſs, ſevere purging, 


exerciſe, frequent coition, cold, and intoxication 


with wine, and eſpecially in thoſe who have had long 
and frequent gone orrheas. 

When it remains after the infection has been car- 
ried off in a venereal gonorrhea, the running is com- 
monly thicker, whiter, often adheſive, and incapable 
of communicating the infection; the inflammatory 
ſymptoms are greatly diminiſhed, but they do not go 
off entriely, When it takes place from any other 
cauſe, it begins with a running nearly ſimilar to that 
in a venereal gonorrhea, but generally leſs in quan- 
tity, and is not attended with ſo much inflamma- 
tion, and is never infectious, In both cafes the in- 
flammatory ſymptoms may, by expoſure to any of the 
cauſes, be increaſed to as great a degree as when 
there is infection; but they go off of themſelves in 
a few days, and ſometimes the running with them. 

The running ſometimes ceaſes of itſelf, in a week 
or two; ſometimes it continues for years without any 
detriment to the patient, and now and then we meet 
with a caſe where it weakens him, brings on invo- 
luntary emiſſions of the ſemen, and at laſt kills. 

Tf it aroſe from a venereal gonorrhea, and mercury 
has not been uſed at all, or not in a ſufficient quan- 
tity, or if there be a ſuſpicion of infection, it is beſt 

to 


to begin by enſuring the deſtruction of the venereal 
matter, by a mercurial courſe. . 


It is to be ſtopped in weak habits by the internal 
uſe of ſtrengthening and aſtringent remedies.
